The witness in 
question is George J. Pl unkit t, an eigh- 
teen-.vear-old telephone operator in the 
employ of the stationery firm of I.. W. 
L awrence & Co,, from whom the Mu­ 
tual Life Insurance company purchased 
a great deal of its supplies of this n a ­ 
ture. 
It was brought out in Tuesday's 
testimony that am ong the vouchers for 
money charged to legal expenses was 
one 
for $901 signed 
by George 
J. 
Plunkitt. 
His Identity was 
not dis­ 
closed until W ednesday, when Plunkitt 
was called to th e stand. 
He testified 
as to his employment, and when shown 
th e voucher denied that he had ever 
signed it. 
He further 
denied that he 
had 
ever received 
that amount 
of 
money from the Mutual Life Insurance 
company or that he had rendered the 
(•cm pa ny any service. 
Mr. Hughes asked Plunkitt to write 
his nam e in ink on a piece of palier, 
which he did. 
This and the voucher 
wa re then offered in evidence and the 
similarity ol the signatures was called 
to the attention of the committee. 
Shortly after this incident the se r­ 
geant-at-arms was sent to com m uni­ 
cate with the district attorney's office 
and soon Mr. Rand appeared. 
He was 
escorted to a seat 
beside Chairman 
Armstrong, and for a time he critically 
examined the signatures.

Oct. 19.— After an invcsti- 
gation ot the books of the Enterprise 
National Bank of Beaver avenue, Alle­ 
gheny, which disclosed that the bank 
was insolvent, T. Lee Clark, cashier 
of the institution for years went to his 
home, 545 Lincoln .avenue. 
Bellevue,

night,

poison 
and shot 
himself 
through the head. 
He lingered until

An hour before the announcem ent 
of his death xvas received at the bank 
a telegram cam e from the comptroller 
of the currency at Washington to close 
the bank's doors, and appointing Bank 
Examiner Jo h n B. Cunningham as re ­ 
ceiver. 
Foiloxving closely on the order of ex­ 
citing events in L ow er Allegheny cam e 
the announcem ent of the president of 
the bank, Fred Gxvinner, Sr., th a t Clark 
had loaned 
thousands of

REDUCE TAXATION 


The time seems ripe for an effort to 
bo made to reduce taxation in this city 
an I county. 
I' or the past several years 
th e com m unity has suffered from the 
evils of excessively high taxation and 
every effort should be made to reduce it 
w ithout im pairing the efficiency of our 
schools or unnecessarily restricting p u b ­ 
lic improvements, and this year seems 
an opportune time. 
The county commissioners took a step 
in the right direction at their last m eet­ 
ing when they made a levy th a t means 
a reduction of two mills in the rate for 
county 
purposes less than 
last year. 
T he levy m ade by the board of ed u c a ­ 
tion at its last meeting was a step in the 
opposite direction, but the m em bers of 
the board have discovered th a t it was 
unnecessarily 
high, and a 
meeting 
of the finance com m ittee of tile board 
has been called to make the correction 
and it is hoped th a t they will make a 
levy th a t will mean a reduction of at 
least four mills in the rat'- for school 
purposes. 
Now if the city council will trim their 
estim ates to th e lowest possible am ount, 
a redution of a couple of mill in the 
rate for city purposes could I c made, rf 
footing a reduction in the entire rat'' of 
about eight mills. 
As the rate last year 
was forty three mills on the dollar, tin-' 
reduction would make the tax levy for 
tho coming year 35 mills, surely a high 
enough rate as compared 
with other 
com m unities, but com paratively low for 
the city of Brainerd, and if this rate or 
a lower one could be continued, it would 
have a wonderfully stim ulating effect on 
property interests in the city. 
As it is 
outside investors tight shy (if the com 
enm ity, as the past rate of taxation has 
been so high as to mean alm ost contin 
cation. 
And the hope th a t the tax rate can be 
perm anently 
reduced 
is not an idle 
dream , especially if the iron 
mines re 
cently located east (if the city am o un t to 
—w ha t is nn t lei[iht 
I 
ti- t hey o u g h t to 
largely increase tie- 
valuation of the 
county if they do not ultim ately double 
it several t i m e - in amount. It is sincere 
ly to be hoped the redution 
will 
Ie* 
made and remain 
perm anent, and all 
departm ents should co-operate to this 
end.

Solicitor G eneral of Ceylon Not Here 
to Make Proselyte*. 
P. H am anathan, solicitor general of 
Ceylon, has been widely quoted in the 
new spapers as having come to this 
country for the purpose of bringing 
about a unification of religions, says 
the New York Times. 
As a Hindoo be 
declares that proselytizing is foreign 
to bls mission, while this specific In­ 
tention he disclaims, pointing oftt that 
the parliam ent of religions th at had 
this in view failed In its endeavor. 
“Since all religions at bottom teach 
love and light as the m eans to reach 
God," he said In a recent interview. 
“one religionist should 
not tear the 
hair of another or be too proud of his 
own beliefs, but should rather practice 
a thoroughly sincere tolerance. 
As for 
unity 
of 
belief, 
that 
is 
impossible. 
W hat wonder that 
the parliam ent of 
religions, consisting of an arm y of 
speakers from every part of the world, 
each holding his own theories, w as in* 
e fleet ive, when we know that the 400 
bishops who assembled at Nlcea under 
the orders of an emperor to harm onize 
the one creed of Christianity some throe 
centuries after Christ failed to pro­ 
duce a harmony that was effective u p ­ 
on the v ot a rie s of that religion! 
“ My purpose in coming to this coun­ 
try is simply to answ er the invitations 
of certain kind friends and learned so­ 
cieties here, not to m ake proselytes. 
These friends and societies have ex­ 
pressed a desire to hear from me on 
the great problems of civilization, and 
after I have been with them for a few 
months I expect to return to my home 
in Ceylon after a visit to China and 
Japan. 
I do not expect to give lec­ 
tures while in New York, as I am 
averse to that form of teaching.”

W ashington, Oct.

ference between Secretary Root and 
Sir M ortimer Durand, the British am ­

Dr. Bischoff is sfttisfied that a rn.re 
for consumption has actually been dis­ 
covered and dollied that Yon Behring 
is holding back his discovery t *r the 
sake of the money to be gained from 
its exclusive use, 
lie said; 
“Professor von Behring is a poorly 
paid scholar of Prussia. 
Ho receives 
i.n allowance from the government to 
enn I de him to pursue his studies, lait 
they are very expensive and take every 
cent that he etui get together. 
In I‘JOI 
he reel veil th** Nobel prize of iMOJnn) 
for the discovery of ii vaccine, called 
by him ‘bovovaccine,’ for the immuni­ 
zation 
of 
cattle 
from 
tuberculosis. 
Every dollar of this sum has gone 
toward his researches. Whatever he re­ 
alizes on his present discovery will g* 
like the $ 10,1100 and the money lie made* 
on his other discoveries toward fur­ 
thering his investigations. 
“He told me in the spring that lie 
boiled to have his new vaccine ready 
for the publie next August. 
It will he 
cheap, and any physician can readily 
obtain it. 
Special rates will be given 
to philanthropic institutions and to per­ 
sons too poor to pay much. 
Probably 
large quantities will be made available 
for the very poor without compensa­ 
tion. 
I cannot say what the ingredi­ 
ents of his new vaccine are, but I ain 
satisfied that lie would never have an­ 
nounced that he bad discovered a cure 
for consumption unless he was certain 
of Ii is filet -. 
“At tile congress Professor Koch’s 
theory' that human tuberculosis does 
not conte from diseased animals was 
Upset. 
It has been well proved that 
Professor von 
Behring's bovovaccine 
does cure animals nttlietcd with con­ 
sumption and docs make others im­ 
mune to tuberculosis. 
Since HMH 15,- 
000 head of cattle have been vaccinat­ 
ed with the serum in Europe, and In 
the lust six months many have been 
vaccinated in America. 
The animals 
Vaccinated have continued in fine health 
in spite of aggravated conditions and 
have given tin increase of about 25 per 
cent in their milk. 
“In this state Professor Lellmann of 
tin* Veterinary School of the New York 
university made the first inoculations 
toward Immunizing cattle against tu­ 
beroid isis.

These tests and demon­ 
strations date hack ii number of years, 
aud positive results have been obtain­ 
ed. 
One hundred head of heifers were 
immunized at fin estate in Mecklen­ 
burg St relit/ and IOO head of cattle fit 
an estate in Sarvar, Hungary, belong­ 
ing to Prince Ludwig of Bavaria.

C o l o n ie * o f V e t e r a n 
S o l d i e r s t o He 
P l a c e d I ii S o n o r a b y M e x ic o . 
Discharged Japanese soldiers may 
solve the Yaqui Indian problem iii tin* 
state of Sonora, says a Mexico corre­ 
spondent of the New York Herald. 
This is the hope of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment, xvhich recently entered into a 
contract xvith the Imperial Japanese 
Colonization company for the coloniza­ 
tion of J ajianese in that state. The col­ 
onists xviii be given the confiscated 
Yaqui lands sind xviii be expected to 
prevent the Indians carrying produce 
and cattle out of the valleys to their 
hiding places in the mountains. 
The Yaquis are in tile habit of ob­ 
taining supplies by making periodical 
raids on the ranches in the valleys 
which at one time belonged to them. 
As soon as the colonization plans tire 
put into effect the Indians xviii have 
veterans of far eastern campaigns in­ 
stead of fear stricken natives to deal 
with. If the Yaquis can be prevented 
from getting supplies they can soon be 
starved into submission. 
The colonization plans call for the 
settlement of the Japanese in groups 
in the center of the agricultural tracts, 
so that they will he better prepared for 
defensive action against the Indians. 
The colonists are to be furnished xvith 
arms and ammunition. About 700 for­ 
mer soldiers and their fain Hies xviii be 
settle*! in the Yaqui country.
